The Machinery Ordered, and Work
to Begin at Once.

The machinery with which to
operate the street railway system
in this city has been ordered. It
consists of one seventy-five horse
power engine, and a hundred
horse-power boiler, besides an
extra dynamo and other elecrical
adjuncts. The irons, ties, and
everything else connected with
the building of the system has
been ordered; all contracts
made, signed, sealed and deliv-

ered, and work will at once be
begun in its construction. There
has been no end of extravagant
talk, promises, and speculation
regarding the building of the
As d;gvﬂle street railway system,
and 1t was owing simply to these
kind of thin%'s at the peoEIB of
our city lost faith in the scheme,
and regarded all allusions to the
perfection as ‘“‘chestnuts” of a
most venerable order. Time and
time l;gﬂiﬂ different parties have
applied to the ecity council for
franchises special and general,
for the building of the road, and
each time as emphatically prom-
ised that the same would be
built in thirty days, sixty days,
or six months, as the case might
be. But in neither instance was
a stroke of work begun upon the
proposed line, and the entire
thingjwore theaspect ofa specula-
tion. How true this may have
been, we know not, but one thing
is certain, the road was not built,
nor no attempt at its building
was made.

His Amendment to Wipe Out the In-
ternal Revenue Laws, and
Bpeech Thereon,

The clerk reads as followa:

Alter the word “cigaretles” inserl “and
all irleroal taxes on spirtitadistilled from
grain or fruii of any kind.”

Mr. JoassroN. of Norlh Carclinn., Mr
Chairman, the effect of Lhis amendinent
which I have offared to the amendment
of the gentleman from Virginia will be
to extend the repenl of the internal rev-
enue law beyond the tobaceo tax and to
include the tax on whisky and brandy.
I offer this proposition for the purpose of
wiping fromv the statote-book the law
which imposes internal revenue tax on
all spirits distilled from grain cr froit. I
heve heard a great deal said on this floor
about “free whisky” and “free brandy,”
and recently the representatives of the
Republican party assembled in Chicago
pretended to be in favor of Lhe repeal of
the internal revenue law. I desitetosee
the Republicans as well as Democrats,
vote upon that question here to-day,
What I desire is not only free whisky
and free brandy, but I wish more to see
my people freed from the o pressious of
a sygtem spoken of by my friend from
Virginia which imposes upon them al.
most a military surveillance.

Gentlemen who live in the monntain
sections of this country know that we
are conslantly saobjected {o the most
anncying kind of irritations in the execu-
tion ef thislaw. Itisa law which was
put upon the statute-bsok Jduring a period
of war, and ils framers had no regard ap-
parently to the effect it might have upon
the civil liberlies of the people; they
relied upon the patriotism of the conntry
to submit to a syslem during the con-
tinvance of a great war; and that reliance
was well met. At that time the oppres-
sive features attending the execution of
the law were less thought of than the
object of reiging revenve, Buot we have
long since reached a time of peace, and
all parties declare in favor of taking from
the statute-book every thing partaking of
war legislation.

Now, if there is anything which is
essentially a war measure, thissystem of
internal revenuse taxation is one, and 1
desire to see it wiped from the statute-
book, b csnse I wish to see my people
relieved from the exactivns and oppres-
sions i npused upon tlem in conuection
with the enforcement of this taxation
duoring the last twenty-five years.

Just think of it, Mr. Chairman. A
Federal court organized by the Govern-
ment, with «ll the dignity wkich a Fed-
eral court ought to have, sitting in judg-
ment on & poor man charged with selling
a haif pint of liquor, and dragging him
perhaps two or three hundred miles from
his helpless family for the purpose of
trying him for such frivelons offenses.
Why, sir, such a thing reflects shame up-
on the jurisdiction of the courts of the
Unitgd States, and detracts from the
high standing they should hf“tgas mhn5

Besides it
fosters a system of espionage and harsh
trealment which is ebnoxious to all ideas
of .ree government, It has done more
to engender bad feeling in communities,
lo encourage false swearing, Lo sap the
very manhood from our people, to teach
them to regard the Government as op-
pressive toward the citizens than all
other laws. Let us eliminate from L(he
statute book of this great country every
vestige of the unfortupate strife we have
passed through, so that “peace and good
will” ghall prevail throughout its entire
length and breadth.

Why, air, 8o far as concerns the gection
of the country from which Icome, many
of the citizens there searcely know this
Government, except by the exactions
visited upon them under this law. They
know the Goyernment only through the
army of officers#ent, as my friend from
Virginia has said. with carbines and
cartridge boxes for the purpose of arrest-
ing them, I want to see this country,
especially my section of it, governed
through eome other means.
